In effect thirty y ears. 
T he constitu tion 
of 184 8 w as the organic law of the s ta te 
u ntil 187 0. 
T he a v e r a ge life of the first 
two constitu tions w as therefore, t w e n­ 
ty -six y ears, and a simple applica tion 
of m a t he m a t i c s shows tha t the i ns t r u ­ 
m ent of 187 0 has 
he e n in force j u s t tha t 
nu m b e r of y ears. 
T he re are m a ny lead ers of t hou ght in 
the state, and a m ong the m some e m i n­ 
ent ju ritsts. who believ e tha t the pr e s ­ 
ent constitu tion shou ld be so rev ised 
and a m end e d as to better conserv e the 
w ond erfu l 
d ev e lopm e nt 
a nd 
progress 
m ad e by the sta te within the last q u a r ­ 
ter of a centu ry . 
It has been shown, 
howev er, in the fate of a nu m b e r of

s tru cted r a t he r hastily in a nticipation 
of ad m ission to the Union.

ga v e 
wid e la titu d e to the legislativ e d e pa r t ­ 
m e nt for the as s u m ption of s t a t e obli­ 
ga t e ins and Illinois becam e so heav ily 
b u rd ened 
with 
d ebt that repu d iation 
w a s seriou sly proposed . 
So b u rd ensom e 
w a s this d ebt, in fact, t ha t im m igration 
w a s checked am i resid e nts of the sta te 
began to m ov e to other states. 
In this 
cond ition of affairs the people hailed 
with d elight the project of a c ons t i t u ­ 
tional conv ention In the hope t ha t an 
honorable and prac ticable w a y wou ld 
be fou nd ou t of the ir e m b a r ra s s m e nt.
